Last week, from the 27th to the 29th, 
was devoted to the anniversary exercises 
of Bangor Theological Seminary. There 
were very few from abroad to witness 
them,"owing chiefly to the State confer- 
ence being held there a few weeks pre- 
vious. The sermon before the Alumni, 
by Rev. Geo. Adams, on Wednesday 
afternoon, the inaugural address of 
Prof. Barbour, on the evening of the 
same day, and the address of Judge 
Russell, of Boston, on Thursday even- 
ing, were all that could be desired, in 
every respect, except the audiences 
that came to hear them. 


Thursday forenoon was devoted to 
the addresses of the graduating class, 
All of these were above the medium 
standard, and gave evidence of careful 
study and thorough training. Some 
were of marked ability. The graduat- 
ing class numbers twelve. Most of 
them are already employed in this 
State, either by the M. M. Society, or 
by individual churches.

ing, your correspondent embarked on}

The trip from Portland 
to Machias Port is a pleasant one.

The steamer went in and out of harbors, 
through winding channels, and among | 
beautiful islands, thus affording an op- | 
portunity to see much fine scenery.

A sail of about twenty hours brought 
us to Machias Port, and four miles by 
stage to Machias, a place of about 2,000 
Its main business’ 
is lumbering. Salmon were once very 
plenty, but now are almost entirely su- 
perseded by saw-dust. The story is 
told of a deacon, who was rowing up 
the Machias river one Sabbath morning, 
on his way to church; the salmon were 
very thick about him, and finally one 
leaped right out of the water into the 
boat; but the godly man threw him 
back. Such a thing will not soon hap- 
pen again. 

Whitneyville, where I am to spend 
the vacation of twelve weeks, is a lum- 
bering place of about 500 inhabitants. 
This has been the number of its inhab- 
itants for the last twenty years, but now 
about one-third are Irish. There is 
hardly a family here but what is repre- 
sented on the Pacific coast. The family 
in which I am boarding is represented 
by Rev. Charles Pope, a man well 
known to you. His father, James 
Pope, is a proprietor in the mills at. 
this place. : 

There is something about such a place 
as this, where everything moves on 
about the same, year after year, that is 
very different from a Western place, 
with its rapid change and increase. 
Yet it is hard to tell wherein the differ- 
ence lies. It isin many little things, 
of themselves insignificant, but amount- 
ing to much in the aggregate.

The Imprisoned Nun at Cracow, 
Poland. 


The case of the imprisoned nun at 
Cracow, which led to the recent riots 
there, forms the subject of an article in 
the Vienna Presse, from which we learn 
that the name of the prisoner is Bar- 
bara Ubryk, and that the statement 
that she had been confined for 21 years 
is correct. The civil authorities were 
informed of the fact by an anonymous 
letter in a woman’s handwriting, and 
the Bishop of the diocese was commu- 
nicated with. A Judge visited the con- 
vent and found in a cell, seven paces 
long by six paces wide, an entirely} 
naked, half-insane woman, who, at the 
unaccustomed view of light, the outer 
world, and human beings, folded her 
hands and pitifully implored: ‘‘I am 
hungry; have pity on me, give me meat, 
and I shall be obedient. * * * ”

Settling Property on a Wife. 


When men are prosperous, and are 
making money, on considering them- 
selves rich, I wonder that it so seldom 
comes home to them that they are lia- 
ble to reverses, which shall plunge their 
families into the utmost pecuniary dis- 
tress. Men know that business is sub- 
ject to fluctuations, and that nothing is 
more frequent than that men should in 
one year have all the comforts and ad- 
vantages of wealth, and the next year 


fulness prevents them from realizing 
that they shall ever be subject to this 
fate which befalls others. ; 

Men expect to live; but they do not 
anticipate bankruptcy. When times 
change, and the pinch comes, it is too 
late for them to make provision for the 
family. The wife, the children, the 
whole household, are suddenly plunged 
into distress. Indeed, much as the 
business man suffers for himself, his 
own pangs are the least part of the suf- 
fering. 

I have lived long enough to see the 
overthrow of a great many families be- 
cause the father, believing that he 
should live and always keep them in 
comfortable circumstances, had neg- 
lected to make an independent provis- 
ion for them. 

At the man’s death the estate proves 
either insolvent, or it is reduced to a 
minimum. The wife, not trained to 
business, is obliged to settle the estate 
by agents. What with unskillful man- 
agement, carelessness, or even some- 
times deliberate fraud, the residuum 
melts in her hands, and the widow, with 
five or six young children to be fed, 
clothed and educated, finds herself 
alone and penniless! Habits cannot be 
changed in aday. She has not been. 
trained to business. She may have 
been a good housekeeper, but now she 
must earn money, which is a very differ- 
ent thing from ordering a household 
skillfully. Some, utterly overmatched, 


children are scattered like young par- 
tridges whose mother the hawk has de- 
voured. 

I believe it to be the duty of every 
man who is prosperous, out of debt, 
and making money, to settle upon his 
wife a certain amount of property, 
which shall not be affected by either his 
bankruptcy or his death.

Some persons have questioned wheth- 

er a scrupulous honesty would allow 

one to hold back from creditors any 

part of a husband’s property. A set- 

tlement of property on another, while 

debt hangs over it, either for the sake 

of avoiding payment of debt, or of 
securing the family, would be fraudu- 

lent, dishonest and wicked. But if, 

while clear of debt, the husband settles 

property on his wife for the just main- 

tenance of herself and children, his 

ufter-debts have no more claim upon 

that property than if he had sold and 
transferred it to a neighbor instead of 
to his own wife. No man has a right 
to leave a family, whom he has accus- 
tomed to affluence, liable to sudden and 
wasting poverty. A provision made 
betimes, in property, for the safety of 
his family in case of his death or bank- 
ruptcy, may be accepted and employed 
by the most sensitive conscience. I 
write strongly on this subject, because 
I have seen so muck distress arising 
from the want of such precaution.—

The Church Spurgeon. 


Mr. Calthrop is not the Church of 
England Spurgeon. I am not aware 
that the Church of England has a Spur- 
geon. I know none of the other chris- 
tian churches of our day that have. It 
is only once in an age that a Mr. Spur- 
geon appears; but Mr. Calthrop has no 
need to fear comparison with Mr. Spur- 
geon or any one else. Personally, he 
is much smaller than the far-famed 
Baptist orator, Mr. Spurgeon, and in 
figure and face very much resembles 
the late Douglas Jerrold. His voice is 
one of wonderful sweetness and power, 
and as he reads the Liturgy of his 
Church you feel that with him it is no 
empty form, to be repeated parrot-like 
and with railway speed, but the voice 
of a people humbled on account of sin, 
and standing trusting, yet trembling in 
the presence of their God. Exquisitely 
can he render all its pathos, all its ten- 
derness, all its sorrow, all its fullness 
of exultation, all its ecstasy of christian 
hope. From the reading-desk to the 
pulpit the transition is easy and natural. 
At a distance there is something youth- 
ful in his look, but in his gray hair, in 
his face lined with thought, in his eye, 
which seems ever looking far off, as if 
here was not the boundary of its hori- 
zon, as if it had realized something of 
the glory which is to come; you see 
that already golden youth has past, and 
that you have before you one who has 
attained to the strength and steadiness, 
and ripeness, and experience of chris- 
tian manhood. He will not detain you 
long, nor will he weary you with learn- 
ing, nor will he aim to dazzle the intel- 
lect and neglect the heart. In language 
of poetic simplicty will he unfold and 
illustrate his text, and force home on 
the hearts and consciences of all its 
lessons. There is nothing of the pre- 
tension of the high priest about him, 
nor does he delight in the terrors of the 
law.

Throwing the Wedding Shoe. 


The brother of a childless man was 
bound to marry his widow; or, at least, 
he had the refusal of her, and she could 
not marry again until her iate hus- 
band’s brother had formally rejected 
her. The ceremony by which this re- 
jection was performed took place in 
public, and is mentioned in Deut. xxv: 
5-10. If the brother refused her, she 
was obliged to ‘‘ loose his shoe from off 
his foot, and spit in his face,” or, as 
some Hebraists translate it, ‘‘ spit be- 
fore his face.” His giving up the shoe 
was a symbol that he abandoned all 
dominion over her, and her spitting 
before him was a defiance and an asser- 
tion of independence. The practice is 
still further illustrated by the story of 
Ruth, whose nearest kinsman refused 
to marry her and redeem her inherit- 
ance. He was, therefore, publicly 
called upon to do so by Boaz, and he 
publicly refused. The Bible adds, ‘‘ as 
it was the custom in Israel concerning 
changing, that a man plucked off his 
shoe und delivered it to his neighbor,” 
the kinsman plucked off his shoe and 
delivered it to Boaz as a renunciation

subjection to her husband. At a Jew- 
ish wedding at Rabat the bridegroom 
struck the bride with his shoes as a sign 
of his authority and supremacy. It 
has long been a custom in England, 
Scotland, and elsewhere, to throw an 
old shoe over or at a bride and bride- 
groom upon their leaving the church or 
the parental home after their wedding. 
Sometimes it is thrown when they start 
for church, and occasionally the'shoe is 
taken from the left foot. The usual 
saying is that itis thrown for good luck, 
but possibly it originally was meant to 
be a sign of renunciation of dominion 
and authority over the bride by her 
‘father or guardian. One author, how- 
ever, suggests that the hurling of ashoe 
was first intended to be a sham assault 
on the person carrying off the woman, 
and is a relic of the old custom of op- 
position to the capture of a bride.—The 
Wedding Days in all Ages and Countries, 
by Edward J. Wood. 


Motive Power ror BecatmMep 
—We, a short time back, described an 
invention successfully tried at London 
for propelling sailing ships when be- 
calmed, by means of sweeps at each 
side, worked by the small engine on 
deck used for loading or discharging. 
Another apparatus for the same pur- 
pose has been contrived at Dundee, 
Scotland, and applied to a ship there. 
This invention consists of a four-bladed 
propeller, four feet in diameter, to be 
fixed by the rudder, and worked by 
pulleys leading over the stern to the 
steam winch on deck. It is said the 
propeller can be shipped and unshipped 
with the greatest ease, and will give an 
ordinary vessel a speed of two or three 
knots. This screw may have its advan- 
tages, but the sweeps would appear 
more preferable, in not only being of 
less cost, but much easier to handle. It 
is rather strange that some invention of 
the kind has not been adopted long ago, 
to obviate the delay and consequent 
severe loss to shippers and owners by 
their ships lilaatbedshingd: and is one 
of the reasons for the preference given 
to steamers over sailing craft.

old. Four out of five elders, and thirty- 
two members of the church withdrew, 
and were organized into the congrega- 
tion of Plato.

Literary Mutelliqgeuce. 


The new book, ‘‘ Credo,” which, as 
published anonymously, has occasioned 
some special inquiry, is said to be from 
the pen of Prof. Townsend, of the Bos- 
ton (Methodist) Seminary. 


Herbert Spencer’s ‘First Principles” 
and Principles of Biology, have been 
introduced as text-books at Oxford, 
which is a wonder. 


_ We have received a copy of The Echo, 
a Temperance journal, published at 
Olympia, W. T. It has nearly com- 
pleted its first volume; and we are glad 
to know that so good a journal of this 
character is published in Olympia. 


Macmillan & Co., the celebrated 
English publishers, have made Harvard 
University a present of 135 volumes 
from their very valuable list of publica- 
tions. The University of Rochester 
has receiyed from the same source a 
similar and equally munificent gift. 


If Mr. Jenckes’ Civil Service Bill fails 
of getting, as to its sound principles, 
the cordial favor of Gen. Logan and 
other politicians, who are more anxious 
for the success of the party than for the 
efficient administration of public affairs, 
it has received complimentary attention 
abroad. At a recent meeting of the 
French Society of Comparative Legis- 
lation, M. Gonce, a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Paris Bar, presented a ver- 
sion of Mr. Jenckes’ report, a document 
of five hundred pages. 


We learn, by way of Richmond, that

Concerning the personal relationship 
existing between George Lewes, the 
philosophical historian, and ‘‘ George 
Eliot,” the great novelist, a true state- 
ment is that ‘‘ Mr. Lewes was married 
early in life; his wife subsequently 
eloped with a paramour; three or four 
years later, Mr. Lewes, finding her in 
great distress, relieved her necessities, 
settled on her a portion of his income, 
and then applied for a divorce, which 
was refused by the English courts, on 
the ground that the provision for the 


erring wife was a forgiveness of her er- 


ror. The Scotch courts were less rigor- 
ous. Having secured a divorce there, 
Mr. Lewes married Miss Evans on a 
Scotch certificate.”

J. L. T. Phillips, formerly Prof. of 
Latin in Williams College, has accepted 
the chair of Mathematics in the same 
institution. We congratulate our alma 


mater on regaining to her service so 
excellent a college officer. 


Julius H. Seelye is spoken of as a 
remarkable educator.

Tus opening of the Pacific Railroad 
has afforded an opportunity for many 
people to visit California for the first 
time. But we observe that the facilities 
also, for leaving this coast are not neg- 
lected. As many ministers have taken 
their departure as have come to stop 
with us. The accession to the ministe- 
rial force is slow and probably will be, 
until we train up preachers among us; 
and these will not be disappointed with 
the field. They will know from present 
observations what California is, and 
what it is not. A better experience 
may destroy some illusions, and if there 


is less romance it is no disqualification | 


for much patient work. 


Tere is no country of which we have 
any knowledge, where persons addicted 
to strong drink drop out of sight so soon 
as in California. When you hear that 
a man has become an habitual drinker 
you will next hear that he has broken 
square off, or that he is so nearly a 
ruined man that he is good for nothing 
in departments requiring great skill, 
clear application, and a discriminating 
judgdment. Drinking doctors and 
lawyers drop out of practice. Patrons 
and clients who are very tolerant about 
all bibulous matters will not trust hard 
drinkers long, with any business of great 
moment. It is so in all professions, 
and in all departments of business. He 
that striveth for the mastery is temperate 
inallthings. Suicides, sudden deaths, 
degradation and want, are a part of the 
dividend which is swiftly returned on 
There 
never was a country where a temperate 
man could accomplish more, or where 
intemperance was more suddenly fatal. 


Ture Chinese Sunday schools have be- 
come one of the most interesting feat- 
ures of religious instruction in this city. 
Boys and men are eager tolearn. They 
are patient, earnest, attentive, and 
grateful for the instruction afforded 
them. If the heathen are at our doors, 


missionary enterprises have been set on 
foot for their benefit. Our people are 
becoming more and more interested in 
a work which is rapidly growing upon 
their hands. There is both room and 
recompense for a great many earnest 
volunteer teachers. 


Provoxine ouR Eastern BretHREN.— 
The Advance calls the attention of the 
Interior churches to the fact that their 
forty thousand church-members con- 
tributed last year, at the rate of twenty- 
five cents each to the American Home 
Missionary Society—while receiving at 
the rate of about two dollars each, from 
that national treasury. In comparison, 
it exhibits the contributions of the Mas- 
sachusetts churches, whose eighty 
thousand members gave at the rate of 
seventy-five cents each. The Chicago 
paper thinks the average wealth of the 
churches of Illinois, is not much less 
than that of the Massachusetts churches. 
We should like to call the attention of 
our friends in Massachusetts and IIli- 
nois, to the fact that the less than two 
thousand members of the California 
Congregational churches, gave last year 
to the same Society $2,536, or at the 
rate of over one dollar and twenty-five 
cents each, being, as respects the Mas- 
sachusetis brethren as five to three, and 
as respects our Interior brethren as five 
toone! It should be remembered, too, 
that a large part of our contribution was 
in gold. If all the churches of our 
country had done as well relatively as 
the young, and for the most part very 
feeble churches of this State, the receipts 
of the general Society, instead of being 
about $244,000, would have been about 
$365,000. ‘‘And let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and good 
works.”

Dr. Cox, in his closing sermon at the 
Howard Street church, stated that du- 
ring his charge of three years he had 
received into the church 369 members, 
170 of whom had been converted under 
his ministry. He had attended over 
400 prayer-meetings, baptized 70 child- 
ren, married 200 couples, and preached 
more than 300 sermons. He had raised 
$18,000 for church debts and repairs, 
besides contributions for current ex- 
penses and benevolent purposes.

Tue Cosr anp its -Resutts.—Men 
sometimes grumble at the cost of sus- 
taining churches. But what other in- 
stitution is maintained so cheaply ? 
The theatres of a great city cost much 
more than its churches. There is no 
institution for the instruction of the 
people so cheap as the church. The 
Gospel legitimately preached, is one 
of the greatest educational forces in 
the world. Its power is manifest in 
every community where it is preached 
by an educated Protestant ministry. 


It has become a quickening spirit. It 


has schooled and trained minds keenly 
alive to all inquiry, quick in perception, 
suggestive, fruitful, hungry for books, 
fertile in plans and expedierts to se- 
cure more of present comfort, apprecia- 
tive, digcriminating, orderly, patient, 
tranquilizing. All these fruits are found 
in @& community where the Gospel has 
been preached by educated and conse- 
crated minds for half a century. Add 
to these all the fruits of special re- 
ligious culture, and is there any other 
institution which in an _ educational 
point of view, will do more for society 
at so little cost ? 

But you will find quite other fruits in 
a community which has chosen to 
ignore the Gospel. Beyond most 
others, you will find a people sensual, 
coarse in expression, dull, over-ridden 
with mean prejudices—a dreary ani- 
malized community, ignoring books, 

quarreling at the cost of schools, and 
moer at all expenditure for religious 
purposes. There could have been no 
such desert of moral and intellectual 
life where the Gospel has been preached 
for half a century. There would have 
been found culture, grace and beauty, 
as the incidental fruits of a ministry of 
power and life. A quickening spirit 
‘would have been there-—pervading and 
and molding to nobler results. The 
poor man’s university is the church. 
And there is never a dollar given in the 
community for the support of an edu- 
cated evangelical ministry, that is not 
returned again with an addition of ten- 
fold. It may be a hard struggle to 
sustain a minister in a small town; but 
it will be harder yet, in the long run, 
to do without him: And when a com- 
munity tries the experiment it is un- 
consciously robbing itself. It can never 
make an investment which will pay 
richer or nobler dividends. Sowing 
must go before reaping. And there is 
a sowing full of the promise of the life 
that now is, and in the world to come, 
life everlasting. ~

Tue Fietp anp THE Work.— Within 
the next few weeks all the most numer- 
ous Protestant religious bodies on this 
coast meet in Conferences, Associations, 
Conventions or Synods. At these 
meetings the work of the year is re- 
viewed, plans are discussed for the 


changed,and all gather mutual help and 
courage for the hard work yet to be 
done. These meetings no longer repre- 
sent feeble and dispirited organizations. 
There is a developing power and life 
manifest not only in the rapid increase 
of members, but in breadth of plans 
and in the acknowledged influence ex- 
erted in every part of the State. Dur- 
ing the past year a number of Protes- 
tant churches have been planted in the 
very center of the old Roman Catholic 
missions, and where it was supposed 
the latter had possession of the whole 
field; viz: San Rafael, San Juan, San 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Los An- 
geles, San Diego, etc. 

It is no longer a question as to the 
existence of these churches. They are 
destined to have a vigorous life. They 
herald a new era. The old one closed 
with no substantial monument of suc- 
cess. The Mission churches have fallen 
into decay in many instances. The In- 
dians, so numerous on the baptismal 
registers, are gone, save the few who, 
never attaining to any permanent civil- 
ization, have lapsed into hopeless vaga- 
bondage. The results of three-quarters 
of a century of Catholic missions in 
California figure up more hopefully in 
works written to give the best side, 
than anywhere else. There also has 
been a shifting of the centers of influ- 
ence. For many years the most life- 
less places in the State have been at 
the old Mission sites. The new popu- 
lation crowd close upon these places, 
and in time demand free schools and 
churches of their own faith. These are 
established as fast as possible. It isa 
strange turn of events that, hard by 
the site of these missions, Protestant 
churches are now being planted with 
every prospect of permanence and suc- 
cess.

For some time past, 
and up to a recent date, its editorial ut- 


terances were singularly crooked, and|" 


inconsistent. -—Appeals were made to 
the prejudices of the ignorant, rather 
than to the candor of intelligent read- 
ers. Itappealed more to a constituency 
made up of bar-tenders, servant-girls 
and hack-drivers, and the more irre- 
sponsible element which needs only in- 
flammatory appeals to be massed in 
a mob. However numerous such a 
constituency may be, it is not the most 
influential, or the most desirable. 
We are not surprised, therefore, that 
the proprietors of that paper. want 
something better, and that with a 
change of editors, less whisky will be 
drunk editorially, and more truthfulness 
and candor will get into the leading ar- 
ticles. The change is already a very 
noticeable one for the better. A cheap 
newspaper is destined to be a great 
power in the country. It ought to be 
independent, without being partisan; 
and to seek to instruct the people, with- 
out ministering to any unworthy preju- 
dices. This, we understand, is what 
the Call, under its new editorial man- 
agement, aspires to do. The field is 
worthy of the noblest ambition. 

The Ledger of Philadelphia is the 
most successful cheap paper published 
in thiscountry. It has an immense cir- 
culation, and great influence. But not 
a line gets into its editorial columns 
appealing to any low prejudices, or to 
any unworthy partisan feeling. And 
rarely do we find a paragraph, original 
or selected, that does not contain some 
valuable information for the people. 
The Call intimates that hereafter it will 
aspire to be relatively such a paper. 
In doing this, it may lose’ some part of 
its reading constituency, but it will 
gain a more influential and numerous 
one. A cheap newspaper, conducted 
in this way, never fails to be a power in 
any large community. The influence 
most to be coveted is that which is ac- 
quired on the side of right, as a friend, 
and in some worthy sense an instructor 
of the people; but with an indepen- 
dence superior to their caprices or their 
prejudices. 


Straws in the Stream. 


Judge Jameson’s decision at Chicago 
—first enjoining Bishop Whitehouse’s 
Court from proteeding to try Mr. Che- 
ney ; and second, refusing to dissolve 
the injunction—excites various remark. 
The claim is that civil law must insist 
on the church organizations procééd- 
ing strictly according to their rules ;

Eprrors or Paciric :—In your paper of 
last week is the statement that ‘‘ among 
the 80,000 Chinamen on our western 
coast, in the mines, and along the great 
Central Pacific Railroad, there is not, 
so far as we know, a single colporteur.” 

_ For more than two years I have kept 
one Chinese colporteur constantly in 
the field, and some of the time two. 
These men have operated in the towns 
near San Francisco, but most of their 
time has been employed in visiting the 
interior towns and mining camps. All 
the country from Marysville.and North 
San Juan, and sweeping around among 
the foot-hills down tothe south, through 
Sonora, Columbia, Chinese Camp, and 
Coulterville, has been traversed by them, 
and a portion of the field has been visit- 
ed two or three times. These men dis- 
tribute tracts and portions of Scrip- 
ture, but their principal work is to 
converse with their countrymen on the 
subjects treated of in their books. That 
they are faithful I have good reason to 
believe, having been with them occa- 
sionally and participated in their work, 
and the reports which we get from| 
them afford much encouragement. But 
there is room for many more such la- 
borers, and everybody will be glad to 


see the American Tract Society entering 
the field.

Rev. Mr. Prime’s Address to the 
Chinese Sunday School. 
| 
At the Mission Building, corner of 
Sacramento and Stockton streets, there 
is a flourishing Chinese Sunday school, 
under the care of Rev. Mr. Loomis, 
which is pretty generally known to our 


citizens, because it has been in existence 


for some time. But there is also a like 
school on Mission street, connected 
with Dr. Scudder’s church, which is 
is not 80 well known, as it ioe been in 
operation only since early in January 
last. Yet it numbers a goodly list of 
pupils. Sunday there were present 
one hundred and twenty-one Chinese 
pupils and sixty-five teachers, together 
with twenty-two visitors. The average 
number of those who attend regularly 
is about one hundred, but others who 
come and go as suits their convenience 
frequently increase the number up to 
nearly one hundred and forty. The 
pupils in both of these schools are of 
various ages, from boys up to full-grown 
and middle-aged men, and they are 
extremely eager to learn, and by no 
means dull and slow in their acquisi- 
tions. Any doubter may easily convince 
himself of their quickness and aptness 
at learning, by personally visiting either 
of these schools on any Sunday between 
one and two o’clock in the afternoon, 
when he will have the opportunity of 
testing the matter by taking a class to 
teach; and he will have no difficulty in 
obtaining one. 

The pupils have slates on which they 
write and cipher, and show their pro- 
ficiency in acquiring a knowledge of 
English. These slates were exhibited 
to visitors on Sunday last, and the mat- 
ters written on the same were read off 
publicly by the Superintendent of’ the 
Mission street school (George Barstow, 
Esq.).; The names of the pupils as well 
as the figures, words, sums and various 
matters were written in English by the 
Chinese themselves; and the names of 
the teachers were also given. The 
Lord’s Prayer was repeated very dis- 
tinctly and audibly by these Chinese 
learners, and they also sung a hymn, 
not only with their teachers, but by 
themselves alone, from the words on a 
printed placard before them. This 
singing, as indeed all the exercises, ex- 
hibited no little proficiency, considering 
the short time in which they have been 
taught. 

Rey. Dr. ‘Prime, of the New York 
Observer, sojourning in this city for a 
few days on his way to China, made an 
address to the school, which was inter- 
preted to them in Chinese by an inter- 
preter who was present. Thesubstance 
of Dr. Prime’s remarks was as follows : 
He said that the sight before him gave 
him unspeakable pleasure, as it did 
‘thousands and hundreds of thousands 
in the East, whence hecame. God had 
made of one blood all the nations of 


the earth, and they were all brethren 


and the children of a common Father 
im Heaven. Unfortunately, men did 
not treat each other as brethren often- 
times, but as enemies and objects of 
slaughter and destruction.

could assure Chinese hearers ‘that 
all Christians everywhere recognized 
their claims and were willing and glad 
to help them on in the path of improve- 
ment, and in learning the lessons of 
charity, which we should all practi¢e 
toward each other. Christians had 
long been praying that their country 
might be opened to christian instruc- 
tion, and now that Providence had 
opened it to their efforts, they meant to 
improve the opportunity for the perma- 
nent benefit of the Chinese. The 
speaker said he expected shortly to go 
to the Flowery Kingdom, and should 
never see their faces again; but he 
heartily desired their improvement in 
all the arts of christian culture, and 
their practice of all the christian vir- 
tues taught by our Saviour, and needful 
for all the children of the Most High. 
After this address, Superintendent 
Barstow made a few remarks, which 
were also interpreted to the pupils, tell- 
ing them that on the previous Sunday 
some of the scholars had been inter- 
cepted on leaving the school and beaten 
and otherwise maltreated by ruffianly 
whites ; that these ruffians could be 
identified only by Chinese, and thus 
had escaped punishment because our 
laws do not allow the testimony of a 
Chinaman against a white man at pres- 
ent. If white men could identify the 
ruffians, they would yet be punished. 
Those who were beaten had not re- 
turned to the school, moved by fear, no 
doubt. But he could tell them all that 
they need have no fears about coming 
to this school, for the police were now 


stationed on the different corners of the 


neighboring streets, expressly to pro- 


| vide against the recurrence of like of- 


fenses, and they would be protected 
by our citizens, who had organized a 
Protective Society for that special pur- 
pose; and in no long time there was 
reason to hope that our laws would 


{themselves be altered so as to afford 


them full protection against the cow- 
ardly attacks of all such ruffians.—S. 
F, Times.

Cause of Rust o on Wheat. 


The close, long continued analytical 
researches of Dr. Sprengel led to the 
conclusion that an excess of iron great- 
ly favors the growth of red rust on the 
leaves and culms of wheat and other 
A soil in the vicinity of Bruns- 
wick that did not lack drainage, but 
lime, remarkable for growing wheat 
and barley, was always attacked and 
generally blighted by rust. A quantity 
of this soil was taken into the field 
generally free from this often ruinous 
parasite, to form an artificial soil fifteen 
inches in depth. Wheat planted in 
this was badly rusted, while that grown 
all around it, in the same field, was free 
from the same malady. There was 
something in the soil peculiarly favor- 
able to the fungus which stains one’s 
clothing as red as bog iron ore itself. 
Drainage is a partal remedy, and no 
more. 

Dr. Spengel found on analysis a frac- 
tion over a half per cent. of the phos- 
phate of iron in the soil under consid- 
eration, with only a trace of lime un- 
combined with silicic acid. As free 
lime will take phosphoric acid away 
from iron, and indirectly convert iron 
into the harmless peroxyde, and at the 
same time produce the valuable fertil- 
izer, phosphate of lime, liming was pre- 
scribed and the cure was perfect. 

Here is a plain case where the analy- 
sis of a soil by a competent expert de- 
tected the source of the great and per- 
manent evil, and transformed, as by 


magic, a mineral: poison into a plant/ 


food of inestimable value. To decry 
soil analysis by skillful chemists is skal- 
low quackery—a weed that finds too 
much favor with the American farmers.

What is a Good Cow? 


A writer in a recent number of the 
Galaxy gives the following general 
hints regarding the selection of a good 
cow for milk-producing: 

First. Health, good constitution or 
digestive apparatus, for which we re- 
quire a capacious belly. Second. That 
the largest possible development of the 
animal shall be behind, in the udder 
and parts adjacent. A good cow. is 
likely to be wedge-shaped, of which the 
head is the smaller end. Big heads, 
or horns, or shoulders are not desired, 
because they have to be nourished by 
the food.. But these are indispensable: 
a large bag, and hind quarters to sup- 
port and minister to it. What do our 
milkmen look for in selecting milk-giv- 
ing cows? The first appearance, to a 
judge, will convey an impression as to 
the health of constitution of the cow. 
He will ask, also, a bony frame, one 
that does not steal the fat from the 
milk; and he will feel the skin, to find 
it flexible and covered with close softish 
hair; he will ask for good lung room, 
a capacious belly, a wide rump and 
well developed bag, covered with soft 
hair. Extending from this bag forward, 
he will be desirous to see prominent the 
two great veins which lose themselves 
in the belly; and on the back of the 
udder he will look for many well defined 
branching veins. Then comes Guenon’s 
** milk-mirror,” which is a broad strip 
of hair running up from the udder to 
the vulva, which he considered the one 
thing needful; but which has not, in 
this country, been found an infallible 
test, though it is a good one. If, in 
addition, the cow is gentle, good- -tem- 


. pered, you are almost sure of a milk-|

Commercial Intelligence. 


The receipts of Winkel fresh the interior are coming for- 
ward liberally, and are at this date’ nearly 50 per cent. 
greater than fora corresponding period of last year. The 
exports are also proportionably large. Thus far no grain of 
| importance has been stored. The prevailing desire of the 
farmers appears to be to sell, to realize promptly upon am 
rival. Fortunately for the grower, the bulk of the receipts 
come to hand under contract purchase to exporters, who 
/have their agents in the interior, where they buy direct 
from the farmer, paying him the market rate of the day, 
less the freight to tide water. It is fortunate for the grow- 
er that this course has been so extensively adopted. Had 
it been otherwise, much serious inconvenience would have 
resulted to the farmer, by reason of the scarcity of buyers, 
and the still greater scarcity of coin. These are reasons 
why the Wheat market with us fails to respond to the rise 
and fall of the English market: It has frequently happened 
during the present season that at times there has been no 
export buyer in the market, and parties here having’small 
lots of choice Wheat to sell have been reluctantly forced to 
part with their grain at rates considerably below the nomi- 
nal shipping rate, thas affording local millers the opportu- 
nity to secure good bargains, which under other circum- 
stances could not have availed, thereby enabling them to 
execute export orders for flour that were limited at prices 
that barely admitted of their execution at current rates of 
Wheat, predicated upon late Liverpool quotations. At this 
date, we know of no export orders for Flour on the market, 
though we remark that the Golden Age and National Mills 
have just executed a Liverpool order for 9,000 barrels Extra 
Superfine, to-go forward by the ship Singapore. now nearly 
ready for sea. Since the withdrawal of export buyers of 
Barley, prices have declined, and the receipts correspond- 
ingly diminished. The crop, however, is up to the full av- 
erage, both in quantity and quality. The British bark Al- 
Lany recently cleared with 12,000 centals Barley for Iquique, 
and the Victor, 15,000 centals,for New York. The market 
for Oats lacks animation for the want of an export inquiry. 
Supplies at the moment are quite light. But little Mus- 
tard Seed has yet come forward. Corn is rather scarce and 
is in the hands of local millers; the growing crop is prom- 
ising. Hay is in large supply, and prices quite steady. Po- 
tatoes and Onions are of good quality, plenty and cheap. 
Our stock of Wool is running low, with few sales worthy of 
note. The fall clip has barely made its appearance. Hides 
and Tallow continue in limited supply—far short of the 
current demand. Prices, in consequence, are well main- 
tained. Our markets are well stocked with fruits and veg- 
etables, selling at low rates.

Owing to the very coneel and prevailing stringency in 
the money market, business does not present the cheering 
aspect many predicted a few months since. It is true that 
our Wheat crop is “ panning out’ bountifully, and coming 
forward to be marketed, and is being exported more freely 
than ever before; yet, by reason of a temporary scarcity of 
coin for circulation, much difficulty is experienced in 
promptly turning it and the best of securities, even Ster- 
ling Bills, into cash at the moment when required. On last 
steamer day, Commercial Sterling, drawn against Wheat 
invoices and bills of lading attached, were freely offered 
upon the street at 50d and upwards, without finding takers, 
rendering it necessary in some cases for parties to remit 
them to New York for negotiation. Such a state of finan- 
cial affairs is without a parallel, and operates very prejudi- 
cially to the grain and other leading commercial interests 
of this coast. Our commercial and financial affairs are still 
passing through a transition state, resulting from the near 
connection now existing between us and the Atlantic. Daily 
communication by passenger trains Overland is furnishing 
us with new elements of strength, and brings us into closer 
contact with a new people, as it were—those having differ- 
ent views and crude ideas concerning the business resources 
of the Pacitic. They find that our currency is exclusively 
metallic; we have no paper money in circulation here, and 
this they fail to appreciate. In time they will become used 
to our metallic currency, and off-hand, generous way of 
doing business, and then they will think the better of us. 

We are now feeling keenly the loss caused by fire, and 
other discouraging features, of our accustomed weekly sup- 
plies of gold bullion from the Virginia City mines, averag- 
ing last year, and previously, $200,000 per week, or, for the 


White Pine, Grass Valley, and other leading mines, has 
lessened our Bullion receipts materially; and also the | 
official stoppage of the Branch Mint for nearly a month 
past, but now again in working order—the locking up of 
$10,000,000. coin, in the U. 8. Sub-Treasury—will, combined, 
explain our present needy condition and lack of circulating 
medium. We hope for speedy relief; it is promised, and 
we will soon reap the fruits, In the interim, we may re- 
mark that our merchandise imports, from home and abroad, 
have been very heavy, and for various reasons the demand 
for the same has been lessened and sales diminished, thus 
rendering it incumbent upon our importers to pay heavy 
freight charges, in addition to carrying considerable cash 
advances made thereon to Eastern shippers, in the usual 
way’ therefore it is that many of ourimporting commission 
merchants are less flush of money than heretofore. How- 
ever, it is but/justice to say that our jobbing merchaats, as 


have purchased more sparingly of goods than ever before, 
are not speculating in merchandise, but are confining their 
operations to every-day wants and requirements, steadily 
collecting debts from the interior, drawing in and shorten- 
ing their credits, and thus preparing themselves for the 
good time predicted prior to the opening of the Transcon- 


We are receiving 
Butter and Cheese from New York in layge quantities, and 
paying for tke same in Fruits and Wines. Other staple 
commodities have put in an appearance, and the time fora
